„ i' ensterwald, former Chief Counsel to Senator Long's committe^^ 
on v/iretappin" was subject of applicant-type inquiries conducted by Bureau in 
; 1949 ana 1959. The names of Fensterwald's mother and sister appeared on 
■ a list of delegates and members in 1942 of the Southern Conference for Human 
iV/elfare, cited by tlie House Committee on Un-American /xtivi ties. While 
employed by the State Depariment in 1956, Fensterwald and his mother traveled iJ 
to the Soviet Union. p

■y/e have had considerable contact v/ith Fensterwald O'.y/r the 
past four years as Cnief Counsel of the United States Senate Committee on the •> 
Judiciary; Subcomiv.ittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure (the Long 
X committee). Li Uicse contacts Fensterwald has clearly shown he is unscrupu- 
lous, untrustwortliy and anti-FBI. He frequently sought to in.olve the FBI in 
I wiretapping probes by Long's committee ana in January, 1983, in connection 
■; with hearings in San Francisco Fensterv^ald indicated that ex-Agent William 
Turner would be one of the witnesses he intended to call in connection v/ith 
FBI wiretapping. Ivlr. DeLoadi briefed Fensterwald and Senator Long as to 
• Turner's unsavory background. Turner is another board member of the 
' assassination committee. ! - / . / - 
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In Dscember, 1335, it was obvious that Fensterwald had 
sent infornir-tion to Tred Cook, longtime' FBI critic, for article in "The 

• Nadon" by Cook deaang with v/irc-tapeing by Government agenciss. Cook 
■ quoted Fensterwald as stating, "The thing that has impressed me most is 
j the ease with which Federal agents can lie under oath. " 

Mr, EeLoach maintained close personal liaison with Senator 
i Bong regarding his committee hearings and it -was necessary on occasion to 
contact him regarding letters written over Long's signature to the Bureau 
’ requesting certain information. One such instance was in December, 1937, 

• regarding FBI contacts wlUt credit unions. Long stated we should ignore 
the letter and he would instruct Fensterwald to "keep hands oft" the Tc.1. 

Cn same occasion Senator Long aaviseo Mr. DeLcach tliat Fensterwala had 

• "shot off his mouth too much" in connection with two articles in 'Idfe" 
magazine dealing v.'ill\ Senator Long which allegedly had been "planted" 

i by Bobby Kennedy.

Fensterwald, who v/ill be Executive Director of assassination 
committee, left his post as Chief Counsel for the Long committee last month, 
apparently when Long resigned as Senator in order to give his successor 
seniority when the present Senate went into session. 

No information in Bufiles conceniing Paris Fiammonde. 

No pertinent information in Bufiles concerning Lloyd Tupling 
who may be identical v/ith individual who was on staff of Senator Richard L. 
Neuberger in 1954. 

Richard Sprague may be identical with individual who contacted 
‘Senator ?:obert F. Kennedy's office in early 1938 regarding his theory that 
•mors than one individual had fired shots at President Kennedy when he was 
. assassinated. Sprague had reportedly assisted other individuriswho share his 
i and who were otherwise critical of the V/arren Commission findings. 

. From the a'oove lineup, including Garrison and Turner, it 

•is obvious that we can expect anti-FBI sentiments L-om such a group. 
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A U?I releoso on January S, 1363, announced the formation 
of a new National Co.umiUoo to Livesvigate Assassinations. According to 
Eernard Fensterwal:'., 47, of Arlington, Virginia, a board member, the 
commitiee's purpose is "to embarrass or force the Government to make 
investigations they have been putting off since November 22, 1S63. " 

According to Fensterv/ald, the committee will concentrate on the assassina- 
tions of President Kennedy, Senator Rotxsrt Kennedy and Dr. Martin Luther 
King. In addition to Fensterwald, other members v/ere identified as Jim 
Garrison, New Orleans District Attorney; William Turner, former FBI 
Agent; Fred J. Cook, author; Richard Sprague, Hartsdale, New York, 
a computer expert; Lloyd Tupling, associated v/itli tlie Sierra Club, 

Washington, D. C. ; and Paris Flammonde, a New York writer who is 
the author of a book on assassinations, vmich is soon to.be released. 

The Director has asked for a memorandum on Fensterwald, 
Sprague, Tupling and Flammonde. 

Eernard Fensterwald; Fensterwald was born on August 2, 1921, at Nashville, 
Tennessee. Ke received the B. S. degree from Harvard College in 1942 
and the LL. B. degree from Harvard Law School in 1949. He received the 
M. A. degree in 1950 from the School of Advanced International Studies, 
V/ashington, D. C. 

Fensterwald was the subject of applicant-type inquiries con- 
ducted by the Bureau in 1849 and 1958. VTiile generally favorable, the names 
of Mr. Fensterwald’s motlier and sister appeared on a list of delegates and 
rnemcers of the Southern Coiiference for Human Welfare, cited by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, at a meeting held on April 19-21, 

1342, at Nashville, Tennessee. Fensterwald and his mother traveled to the 
Soviet Union in June, 1956, for a three-week vacation visit. At that time, 
Fensterwald was employed as a lawyer by Uie United States Department of State 

Fensterwald h;.:. been employed on the staffs of a number of 
Senate committees. In 1953 Fensterwald was employed by tlie Senate Sub- 
committee on Constitutional Rights (Kenning Committee) and was involved in 
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a recuost to the Bureau Irorn this subcommittee for a list of insLT.nces 
wheroiinve liad furnished inlcrmation lO members of Congress. Senator 
Henning subsecuentiy acivised tiie Bureau ’Jiat Fensterv, 'aid’s requests to 
the Bureau had been improper. Over tiie past four years v/e have had 
considerable contact vAth Bernard Feasts rv/ald as Chief Counsel of the 
United States Senate Committee on the Juciiciary; Subcommittee on Adminis- 
trative Practice and Procedure (the Long Committee). In tliese contacts 
vAtii Fensterv/ald it 'vas clearly evident he was unscrupulous, untrustworthy 
and anti-FBI. He frequently endeavored to draw the FBI into conflicts 
around the country by his requests of various telephone companies and 
other sources v/ao might possibly have iiiiormation of wireta,ps and other 
technical surveillances by the FBI. In January, 13G6, in connection with 
Fensterwald's hearings in San Francisco he indicated that ex-/.gent William 
Turner would be one of tlie v/itnesses he intended to call in connection vAth 
tiie extent of FBI v/iretapping. Mr. DeLoach briefed Fensterwalcl and 
Senator Long who wAs present ai the time of the discussion with Fensterwald 
as to Turner’s unsavory background. Fensterwald indicated he would take 
a second look at Turner in view of tiie inf<}rmation furnished by Mr. BeLdach. 
(Turner is reportedly another board member of the assassination committee) 




'The Nation” magazine in December, 1955, carried an article 
by Fred J. Coo’x dealing vAth wiretapping by Government agencies, including 
the FBI. It was obvious Cook, a longtime FBI critic, had obtained the 
information for his article from Fensterwald v/hom he quoted several times. 
Typical of many of Fensterwald’s utterances in connection witii his assignment 
as Chief Counsel of Senator Long’s committee v/as the statement, in "The 
Nation” magazine article, "The thing that has impressed me most is the ease 
with which Federal agents can lie under ciath. ” 

Mr. BeLoach maintained close personal liaison \AtIi Senator 
Long concerning tiie work of the FBI as it might pertain to inquiries conducted 
by his committee. Cn occasions letters directed to the FBI requesting certain 
information were handled orally by Mr. DeLoach with Senator Long who 
indicated tliat Fensterwald had prepared the letters. One such insiance was 
in December, 1967, in connection with FBI contacts with credit ivvlons.. Cn 
tliat occasion. Senator Long stated v/e should ig.iore the letter and ho would 
instruct Fensterwald to "l-cccp hands oif" the FBI. On the same occasion 
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bonr.tor Lonj tok’. \\L:. Dcl^cach that Fenstcr'.vald has "shot oli his mouth 
too much" in connec.ion v/iin t:/o ai-iicles in "Lile" magazine d&aling v/ith 
Senator Long which allegaclly had been "planted" by Bobby Kennedy/ Accord- 
ing to Uie "Washingten Fost" of 1-3-30, r'ensterwald will be the Executive 
Birector of captioned committee. It is noted he left his post as Chief Counsel 
for tne Long committee approximately a \/eek ago, apparently when Long 
resigned as Senator in order to give his successor seniority when the present 
Senate went into session. (77-44206) 

Paris Flamrnond.e : Bureau files contain no information identifiable with 

Tupling: During 1S54, V/. Lloyd Tupling was appointed the Information 
C-iicer o: tne staff of Pichard L. Neuberger, Democratic Senator of Oregon. 

One Lloyd Tupling, Univ -rsity Nev/s Bureau, Eugene, Oregon, was listed as 
a member of the "Society of America's Friends of tiie ki-exican People" as 
of 3-13-33. This group is no longer in existence and v/as not investigated by 
the FBI, although indications were that the group was sympathoLic to the ■ 
communist cause. During May, 1950, one Lioyd Tupling v/as the publisher 
of "The State-V/ide Nev/spaper, " a weekly published in Boise. Idaho.

Aichard Sprague: In a Rosen to Mr. DeLoach memo dated 3-26-33, captioned 
"Assassination of President Jehn Fitzgerald Kennedy, 11-23-63, Dallas, Texas, 
it was noted that Richard E. Sprague had written to Joseph F, Dolan, /.dministra- 
ti/e /assistant to oenator rtobert F. Kennedy, enclosing a number of photographs 
ial.cn at the assassination site, and also stating that he v/as a proponent of the 
theory Ciat more than one individual v/as firing shots at President Kennedy v/hen 
he v/as assaosinatea. Bureau, Dallas anci New York files contained no informatior 
on Spragtie at that time, and New York was instructed to conduct a credit and 
criminal inquiry on him in an attempt to identify him, and these checks were 
negative.

A review was made of books written by critics of the Warren 
Commission to determine if Sprague rniglit have collaborated with them. In 
Josiah Tho.'iipson's ..i.ok, "Mx Seconds in Dallas, " he a.c!oov/ledgcs assistance 
frOiii one 'Tdcharc ;i.prague" not further k.endfied. Sylvia Meagher, auliior 
of "Accessories After tlie Fact, " a severe critique of the V/arren Commission, 
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FZl, CL--, Cocret Cei'vics, and Ds-llns Police Department, acknowledges 
tliC assisiance oI Alanard E. Sprague slating, "I arn grateful to Pdehard E. 
Sprague for making available a list compiled by him of photographs and 
films wliich seem to have been overlooked entirely by tiis V/arren Commission 
and these investigative agencies. " 


Sprague wrote us on 7-3-63 along the same vein he had 
v/ritten I-dr. Dolan, indicating he had important photographs of the 
assassination v/hich t>noula be reviewed by us, and also enclosed a 
research monogrraph relating to the assassination of President Kennedy. 

By Iwder of 7-i3-C£, v/e advised i’vlr. Sprague rhat tlie iriforrmtion in his 
monograph, as well as the photographs, were previously furnished the 
Bureau by the office of former Senator Robert F. Kennedy. Cur files reveal 
no additional pertinent data concerning Sprague.
